‘cases -hundreds of milos distant, 


From time to time’ it’ becomes 
necessary toreplonish or increase 
tho stock of alephants, and an ex- 
porienced “ junglo-wallah ” is de- 
puted for-this responsible task: 


: Like the-horso, an elephant has 
' good and bud points, and as the 
prico ofa partly trained worker 
rangos from £200 to £600, it is 
evident that great care and ex- 
porionce are essentin! in inuking 
‘the purchases. . : 


The condition of the skin, the 
girth, hoight, shape and length’ of 
logs, and tusks if a ihale! must 
all be‘carefully weighed up, and 
it ik advisable always toexamine 
earefully for old brand marks, 
for some of the clephints brought 
by the. wily Siamese. fur sale 
have sometimes strayed’ fiom 
their camps, been requisitioned 
and passed off ax newly-cuplured 
and trained from the wild. 


Gangs of Ducoits ‘still abound 
in’ Burma, and many, Europeans 
have Jost their lives at the hands 
of these oudaws while on an 
elephant buying expedition. * 


In the firat place, a Burmese 
broker arranges: with the ven- 
dors (in many’ cases Siamese’ 
jungic-wallahs) a, suitable Spot 
forthe Thakin or Suhib to see 
the clephants at work ‘in. order 
that he. may gain some idea as to 
how far thoy have .been trained. 
This done, the Thakin starts off 
on his journey from headquarters 
with a considorable sum-of money 
in.silver (rupees! packed tightly 
into numerous wooden boxes, 
The reason: for carrying the 
‘money in this way is that the 
‘ average elephant merchant does 
‘not understand paper iigney und! 
will?not accopt it. . according. 
Daceits are continually on the 
look-out for opportunities of this 
kind, and although military, police 
guards are furnished in some dis- 
Wricts the money chax repeutedly 
been stolen and ‘the  Thakins 
murdered. . ‘ 


On arrivil at the pre-arranged 
spot——usually a- clearing: in the 
jungle outside a small village— 
the Thakin views the animals 
whose points he approves of at 
work ;and‘aftera certain amount 
of bargaining a price is arranged 
and paid out forthwith, much to 
the relief of the Thukin.as- he 
sees his stack of rupves dwind- 
ling rapidly away - 


Perhaps some ten or more new 
workers are acquired in this way, 
and the next move is to see them

On tho whole though; evon if

In‘such caso the mere appoint- 
ment of executors bya properly 
attested will i is sufficiont, and it 
will bo their’ ‘duty to sell the 
estate and distribute | tho proceeds 
as directed by. ‘the now statute. 
This, of course, includes all the 
land, and the heir is dbolished. 


Wills settled by”. lawyors are 
likely ‘te become ihuch shorter 
and simpler, because some of the 
long clauses now found if ‘them 
can be incorporated ‘by reference 
to a statue or statutory: forms 
issued by the Lord Chancellor. 
Take the-case of a testator. who 
had a son whom he regarded as: 
a spendthrift, and wished to-be- 
nefit without allowing ‘him to 
tinke his legacy and squandor: it, 
or oven to charge il. Once the 
lawyer would. insort a’ longthy 
provision enabling trustees to 
retaid the capital and, in certain 
circumstances, to pay ‘tho i income 
to the son's wife or children or 
ather persons.

There 
is'a fundamental difference of 
opinion on the question of: war 
debts ak a whole and it is indeed 
interesting in view of the nature 
of Britain's settloment. with Italy 
to study, fora moment, that 
difference. f : 

The preponderance, of thought 
in England is that war debts, as 
a whole, should, haye ‘ben 
“washed out" between the Allies. 
Britain would have stood fo’ lose 
a large sum of money by the 
process, but-it was felt that what 
cach nation could aftord ta pay 
during the war should be taken | * 
as part of its contribution toward 
The nations

There are certain! steps to be 
tnken before attempting to start 
enrs engined which are a8 neces- 
sary when the engine in -ulrendy 
warm from previouy running’ as’ 
when the engine’ nnd cooling 
water are cold. - The petrol supply 
tap from the tank tothe car 
buretter must be set in the “on” 
position. The gear contro] lever’ 
must be in its neutral position. 
find. the hand brake. lever’ must 
be locked in the “brakes on” 
The throttle lever 
should be set about one’ quarter 
open, and the ignition timing con- 
trol lever must be set at “rull 
retard.” If no preliminary 
“swinging” ia intended the 
ignition should be. ‘switched - on 
operating, the starting. 
handle or starting motor.- 

It ig safe to. say that if a car 
engine is functionally sound there 
should be no difficulty at all 
about starting: it when warm, but 
this docs not apply to engines 
being started “from cold,” partl- 
cularly when the start-is being 
‘attempted in cold-weather - or 
when the engine hag been lying 
idle for some time. Under run- 
ning ‘conditions a considerable 
umount of heat passes from the, 
cylinder - casting and the, cooling 
water to the carburetter and inlet 
pipe, and in‘ some cases the 
‘evstems of “pre-heating” mention- 
ed. in a previous article supply 
additiona} heat to the inlet mani- 
fold.. When ‘the engine, is ‘cold 
these ,aids to vaporization are 
absent, und with ut some means 
of temporarily ‘altering the car- 
buretter adjustment it might be 
impossible'to introduce: into the 
eylinders a mixture rich enough 
The most com- 
monly employed teniporary adjust- 


ment is that known as “flooding’ 
J|the carburetter.”

No single improvement ‘has 
contributed. so much to the com- 
fort and utility of motoring ag the 
so-called “self-starter.” , Yet 


nothing has contributed 80 much : 


to the general deterioration of .the 
ordinary tourifig car and commer- 
In the old 
days of -hand cranking it was 
necessary to keep the engine in 
sufficiently good order to ensure 
reasonably easy starting, which 
meant that it was also In the best 
condition for generaf driving. 


~ Now the majority of owners do 
not appear to caro how hard the 
engine is to, start: so long as the 
electric starter eventually gets it 
going. That mournful wail from 
the startér gears ‘is a:reproach to 
the neglectful‘and careless owner. 
Twenty - seconds’ ‘grinding with 
the ‘starter will take more out .of 
the battery than can be sp laced 
in 20 miles of steady. driving. . 


Few batteries ‘wear out—they’ 
are ‘rulned -by -abuse of the 
electric starter.

In atarting» ear engines ‘under 
difficult’ climatic conditfons | it 
must be borne in mind that three 
factors will greatly influence, thé 
easiness or, . difficulty of “the 
attempt. 
Itial that the magneto shall be 
providing a spark, at the low 


speed at which the engine will be |. 


turned over, of sufficient pressure 
to bridge the gap at the plug 
points against the compression 
pressure’ in the cylinders, This 
means that .ot only must’ tue 
magneto bein good general order 
but the plug pointa must not be 
set too widely apart. .° Should the 
gap appreciably exceed 1/50th of 
an inch the ‘pressure of_the com- 
pressed’ mixture -may . -prevent 
passage of a spark across them at 


low speeds. It is also essential 
that the crankshaft shall be rotat- 
ed at a speed high enough to 
fereate the required" suction past 
the carburetter jets. If the 
engine is “gummy” and difficult 
to turn ‘injection of petrol through 
the eompresslon taps owill free the 
ipistons, and, as mentioned dna 
previous utticle, holding the 
clutch out will be of. assistance. 
The final- essential’ condition is 
that a mixture richer than the 
normal’ shall be actually rencHing 
the cylinders. Condensation in 
the inlet system, ' resulting in 
weakening of the mixture, is 
almost inevitable, and only the 
use of such medhs, of creating a 
very rich mixture'as may be pro- 
vided will remedy ‘this. 

It is a fallacy to believe, that 
the’ wider open the throttle in 
starting: the better, chance there 
is of the engine firing at once. 
If all means of obtaining a rich 
mixture aie employed on one 


oeeS$ion the amount of throttle ; 


opening will have less bearing on 
the’ probabillly of an early -start 
than wher a start is attempted 
with the minimum ‘of previous’ 
preparation, but it is to be remem- 
Hered that all carburetters are 
designed to provide a slightly 
richer mixture at -small throttle 
openings, and as a genera) “rule 
the throttle. should not be more 
than one quarter open until the 
engine actually fires. Even‘ then 
it should not be opened -really 
wide, or the symptom known -as 


“choking” may become evident. 


When the engine has run for a 
few minutes the throttle may be 
opened as wide a3 is required and 
the ignition timing. eontrol lever 
“advanced” accordingly. b

good battery will require Tittle 
attention beyond keeping the ter- 
minals clean and tight, and keep- 


jing the fluid up to the proper 


level. Use: nothing but distilled 
water to refill the battery. if 
this does not appear to give the 
desired ‘result, take it, to a battery 
service station and have it tested. 


Do not attempt to replenish the 
acid or tinker with it in any other 
way. -The starter motor will need 
little attention. if: intelligently 
used. All it requires is a little 
oil. in the right places,.and an 
occasional inspection of the com- 
mutator and brushes. :
